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DEVELOPMENT AND PANCHAYAT DEPARTMENT

No. 1328 - IRDB -71 /315. — The Governor of Haryana is pleased to constitute for the Development 
and Panchayat Department, an Advisory Committee to examine and suggest ways and means of providing 
Community latrines and improving sanitation in the ruralareas of Haryana and to appoint following as its 
members : 

Shri Ghanshyam Dass Goyal, Chairman . 
2 Shri Sultan Singh , M. P., Member . 
3 Shri Banarsi Dass Gupta , M.L. A., Member . 
4 Chief Engineer (Public Health ), Member . 

5 Director, Health Services, Member. 

6. Deputy Secretary , Development (Member- Secretary ). Deputy Secretary, Development and 
Panchayat Department, Haryana, will act as convener and Member- Secretary of the Committee . 

2. The Committee will meet as and when desired by the Chairman . 


3. Three members present shall form a quorum for a meeting 

4. The term of the Committee will be two months; but the Government may , by express order , 
extend the term of the Committee . 

5. The headquarters of the Committee will be at Chandigarh . 
6. The Committee will study the problem of sanitation in rural areas in all its 

aspects and 
make recommendation for implementation of sanitation programme for villages in the rural areas 

7. The Committee will also make its recommendations on the specific schemes to be introduced 
in the rural areas ; the expenditure involved therein , the pattern of assistance to be provided , the 
agency for execution and maintenance of the scheme etc. It will also suggest ways and means of raising the 
resources for implementing the schemes. 


8. The members of the Committee will receive T. A., Daily and halting allowances as 


under : 


(a ) The legislators in thier ex - officio capacity under the Punjab Legislative Assembly 

(Allowances of Members ) Act, 1942 , and the Rules made thereunder , as in force at present 

or may be amended bereafter. 
(b ) The Travelling Allowance admissible to a Member of Parliament, will in respect of journeys 

performed by rail be the same as is admissible to the Members of the State Legislature 
appointed in an an ex -officio capacity less one Ist Class fare for journeys by rail to and 

from 
(c) Non - officials other than , M. L. As/ M . Ps . at one 1st Class Railway fare plus incidental 

allowance and road mileage as admissible to a 1st Grade Government employees drawing 
a pay of Rs. 1,000 and Rs. 9.00 /11.25 / 13.50 , in plains /Hills /special Hill tracts as 
Daily allowance respectively . The other conditions laid down in the Punjab Travelling 
Allowance Rules for Government employees will also apply to Journeys performed by 

non - official members except where otherwise provided . 
(d) The expenditure on account of T. A. bills of the members with be debitable to the Head 

" 37. C. D. P. NES and L. D. Works. (IT) Supervision Headquarters Staff " . 
(c ) The T. A. for attending the meeting , of the Committee shall be allowed to the members from 

their permanent residence to the place of the meeting. If, however, a member attends a 
mceting from a place other than the place of his permanent residence, T. A. shall be 
allowed to him either from the place of his residence or from where he attends the 

meeting whichever is less. 
(1) The T. A. and D. A. will be admissible to the non -official members (other than M. L. As .) 

on the production of a certificate to the effect that no T. A. in respect of the journeys or 
D. A. for the period mentioned in the bill has been or will be claimed by him from any 

other official source . 
9. The T. A. Bills of the members of the Legislature will, however, continue to be countersigned 
by the Secretary , Haryana Vidhan Sabha , and in the case of Members of Parliament and non - officials by 
the Deputy Secretary , Development,
